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1, The North Korean police and security forces are being employed along the 
Korean east coast. They were instructed to report the number, type, — 
size, and direction of each ship, The patrols are being used to guard 
the beaches, and observation posts are being manned at vantage points. 


2. ‘Troops in the Kangong (128-28, 3823) area include the following: 


One unidentified North Korean division headquarters in an 
L~shaped house one kilometer southwest of the Kansong railroad 
station, , 


Headquarters of an unidentified Chinese Commnist army in the 

area two miles northwest of Kansong railroad station. Three 
American-made anti-aircraft guns, 7 x 76am, guns, and 5 x «caliber 
machine guns are in position in the woods. 


The North Korean 14 Division which was reorganized in Manchuria 
and arrived at Kansong in early April. There is a wounted reconnais< 
sance team attached to the bivision. 


3. In early March a large number of Soviet military personnel and Soviet 
planes were in underground billets and hangars at the Hoeryong (129-45, 
2-26) airfield.” There was a rumor among Chinese Commnist officers in 
Korea that these forces are waiting the signal for action to begin in 

- the near future. . 
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
